Croatia’s tight defence should pull 
Lion’s claws despite the visitors ten- 
acity and team spirit. The home side 
will miss Brian Adlam but Hammy 
McMeechan moving to the number 
eight position will fill the bill, and 
could lead to this player finding his 
touch which has been astray in re- 
cent weeks. 

Lions record of 11 goals in 13 
matches doesn’t look good but on 
the credit side they have only con- 
ceded 15, suggesting that they play 
well in mid-field, are a bit weak in 
attack, but defend strongly. 

Croatia’s backline also has a good 
record having been passed only on 
11 occasions, whilst the forwards 
have notched the impressive tally of 
21 goals. McIntyre seems to spark 
the attack and Lions will have their 
hands full with this fellow. 

Steve Walker is in fine form for 
the visitors and has the ability to 
marshal his defence into a compact 
fighting unit. I feel that his form on 
the day will have a telling effect on 
the final score. 


The visitors are out to make 
amends for Jast week’s defeat by 
Hakoah. I didn’t see the game but ac- 
cording to all reports Hakoah played 
well above themselves but despite 
this was flattered by the three goal 
win. 


Jimmy Rooney is a dynamo on the 
inside left berth and his duel with 
McArthur will be a highlight. The 
Croatia defender has the physical 
strength but the diminutive inside 
man knows all the tricks of the trade 
and will be a threat to Croatia 
throughout. 


Tommy Roseweir just back in the 
side after a month overseas is raring 
to go, and there is no doubt that his 
presence will greatly improve the 
team’s firing power. 


I anticipate a very low scoring 
game with the defences dominating 
and although luck may swing the re- 
sult one way or the other I favor 
Croatia to win, with shared points 
quite on the cards.

FOOTSCRAY FATED FOR FAILURE

Footscray lacks the stability and 
team spirit of George Cross and is 
doomed to another failure. Two 
weeks ago with a win over Hakoah it 
seemed possible for the side to regain 
some semblance of its old form, but 
letting last week’s game against 
Croatia slip through their fingers 
suggests the previous success was a 
flash in the pan. 

The number of goals against the 
visitors indicates a brittle defence and 
opposed to a fleet-footed lineup such 
as Cross can field the writing appears 
to be well and truly on the wall.

Kazi is showing some spirit in at- 
tack and Colovic is showing glimpses. 
However the team seems to Jack co- 
hesion and purpose. My spies tell me 
they look as though they are trying 
to bottle up the mid-field then hope 
for a breakaway to clinch the game. 


The League ladder tells how suc- 
cessful those tactics have been in 
the past and there is no hope of them 
working against the well-oiled mach- 
inery of George Cross, which has the 
most prolific scoring board in the 
tournament.
